"T.lnen tags should' always be used on
shipments of Iron bars, pipe and email
castings too small to be marked with a
brush or stencil.

Parts of machinery should be marked
with white paint.

Alt packages should be Iron strapped :

thla Includes bales and barrels well
as cases. Kegs, casks and barrels should
berttraced with strong headpieces bound
satin heavy Iron strappings.

1 Goods subject to damage by water or
humidity should be lined with water-
proof, paper or oilcloth. Cases contain-
ing valuables such as watches, revolvers,
perfurriery. Jewelry or silverware should
.be tin or zinc lined to prevent pilfering.

Large and heavy cares ns welt as
those containing valuables and other ar-
ticles subject to theft should have
strong battens and be reinforced with
Iron straps.

TREASURY PAYORS

MORE NEW BUILDING

Officials Surprised When Told
of Money Lending Insti-- .

tntions' Attitude.

NO RfeSTRAINT BY McADOO

Tabulation Shows Flat Own-

ers' Incomes Have Declined
D.cspit'e Bent Increases.

With New York 200.000 apartments
short of present requirements and vast
munition and other war Industrial plants
bringing In more workers every week
Senator William M. Calder has suc-

ceeded In winning new hops for builders
the entlrs country over, not only from
the Treasury Department but from Will-
iam P. a. Harding, governor of the Fed-
eral Reserve Board, to the end of de-
termining the "steps that should be
taken to make private building opera-
tions possible," according to the Dow
Btrvice Daily Building Report t

Private building construction through-
out the country normally totals $1, SOO.-

OOO, 000 a year, but 1918 will not develop
more than $300,000,000. Thla haa been
due to tho belief of banking and mort-
gage lending Institutions that It Is the
wish of the Treasury Department that
no loans be made on private bulldlm?
work. Senator Calder took the matter
up officially at Washington, with the
result that Secretary McAdoo assured
him that any hesitancy on the part of
banks and mortgage companies to mako
loans on projected building operations or
Improvements has not been due to ad-

vice from the Treasury Department. On
the contrary the Treasury Department
went on official record advising those
banking and mortgage Interests that the
attitude of the Treasury Depsrtment has
been that capital which Is needed dur-
ing the period of the war should not be
employed In the construction of unneces-
sary buildings at this time. But there
haa never been any susjgestlon that
buildings actually needed for the health
and protection of the civil population
or for the conduct of essential business
of the country should not be constructed
during tho period of the war.

The relation between the shortage of
housing and other necessary war time
spare and the supply of materials and
labor with which to construct these
buildings Is very close. Investigations
made by the Dow Service Dally Build-
ing Reports as to conditions of supply
of materials available for both Govern-
ment and private building, prove con-
clusively that once the lending Institu-
tions let down the bars the building ma-
terial manufacturers would bring their
resources Into play to see that neither
the Government nor private building in-

terests suffered from lack of materials.
The fact Is very clear that the minute
some form of official encouragement can
be Issued direct to builders and money
lenders necessary private building con-
struction can proceed.

Equal assurances have been given T
Senator Calder by Bernard M. Baruch.
director of the War Industries Board,
that It was not the Intention of his board
to Issue any order stopping private build-
ing work. He then addressed a com-
munication to William '. a. Harding,
governor of the Federal Reserve Board,
stating that "the Government has taken
up the matter of meeting the shortage
In housing facilities as it applies to peo-
ple employed directly on Government
work, but unless some further relief
comes we wi;i face a serious situation
next spring. For that reason I would
be glsd If the Federal Reserve Hoard
and the War Finance Corporation will
taJto under advisement (he question
of whether It would not be best to en-

courage the construction of some new
buildings, particularly homes.
The situation would change If there was
some encouragement from the Federal
Reserve Board and the War Finance
Corporation."

Mr. Harding's reply was that he was
ready to take up this matter at any
time and suggested that the new rapitil
Issues committee be apprised of the
very critical trend of affairs In the na-

tional building situation ns soon as It
meets, which will be In a few ilav.

Agitation In some quarters against
the alleged profiteering of landlords In-

duced the Tfe-n-J Ettate Record and
Guide to secure figures showing Income
and expenses of typical apartment
houses on the Kast and West sides. The
statements disclose the fact that while
tentnls have advanced the net Incomes
have declined.

Apartment houses show that rentals
have 6one up about 7 per cent. In two

ears. Houses oil the West Side show
n net loss of 17.4 per cent, and on the
Kast Side of . per rent.

Conditions In the local building altua
tlon have (.hanged but slightly during
the. pa9t week. Private structural oper-
ations are a negligible quantity nnd the
bulk of the current activity Is for purely
Government projects or Industrial nnd
commercial buildings made necessary
by the constantly expanding military
programme,

The building material markets have
demonstrated no unusual activity during
the past week. Hudson River common
brick has advanced to $10 and $10.25 a
thousand.

The Conference Council of Garment
Wholesalers' and Retailers has served no-

"Whereas the prevailing conditions In
the woollen market are of such a na-
ture as may possibly react against the
Interests of the consumer by reason of
profiteering In piece goods ; therefore, be
It resolved, that It be recommended that
a committee be appointed to confer with
the Government for the purpose of pro-
viding means for alleviating conditions."

The various trade associations have
called meetings to be held this week to
discuss the matter.

cotton flannels, cotton crepes, striped
cotton cloth and others.
